In one of the hottest sessions on 
record, the Menlo Park city council 


Tuesday night encountered again 
the issue of “spot zoning” and un- 
derwent the unusual experience of 


that street, Police Chief George 
Potter said yesterday. 


Decision came about afte r the 
RECORDER investigated com- 
plaints of excessive speed on that 
portion of Middle avenue lying be- 
tween Arbor road and the city lim- 
its at Olive street . . . which, it 
developed, carinot now be zoned for 
25 miles. 


First report was that residents 
who complained to the Menlo 
Park police department about 
high speed on the stretch between 
San Mateo drive and Hermosa 
way were informed the city had 
no jurisdiction because it was in 
unincorporated area. 


The matter was taken up with 
state highway patrol in Redwood 
City, with result it was found that 
the section is under Menlo Park 
police jurisdiction, although the 
area lying south of Middle road 
between San Mateo drive and Her- 
mosa is unincorporated. 


Chief Potter said a misunder- 
standing must have developed over 
jurisdiction and that his depart- 
ment has jurisdiction over all of 
Middle between El Camino Real and 
Olive street. 


However, he pointed out that 
under the traffic code a street 
may not be signed for 25 miles 
an hour unless there are at least 
mile of such a sign. He added 
that the westerly portion of Mid- 
dle is not yet built up to that ex- 
tent. 


Upshot of the matter was that 
Potter said he would ask city coun- 
cil to declare a 25-mile-an-hour 
zone that part of Middle from El 
Camino to University avenue or 
Yale avenue, which is sufficiently 
populated. 

He said he believed such zoning, 
plus some selective enforcement by 
police against dangerous speed on 
the rest of Middle would cut down 
speeding in the area from which 
complaints were made.

$80,000 In Building 
Permits Issued 


Permits for the construction of 
$80,000 worth of new homes in Men- 
lo Park were issued during the week 
ending July 1, according to City 
building inspector J. D. Steiger. 


These included permits for $15,000 
home to be constructed in the Oak- 
ville Terrace tract by R. W. Niese, 
a $7,000 residence to be constructed 
at 1347 Madera avenue by Brooks 
Construction company; a $16,000 
home to be built by Robert F. White 
at 125 Garland drive; a $10,000 resi- 
dence to be built at 1011 Berkeley 
avenue by George Bliss for Andrew 
Arnold; and four $8,000 homes to be 
built by H. J. Dunlap, contractor, in 
Suburban Park. 


Bids were called upon completion 
of drawings by Architects Kingsford 
Jones and William Simrell. Test 
hdjes already have been drilled on 
the property, consisting of four lots 
obtained by the district in 1946. 

The station, to provide more pro- 
tection for the southwestern sec- 
tion of the district, will house two 
pieces of equipment and will con- 
tain an offce, recreation room, shop 
and utility room, shower rooms and 
a dormitory. 

When plans for the station were 
disclosed last spring, Commissioner

Another new station, which would 
make a total of five, is being con- 
Sidered on Bay road near Marsh 
road in the northeastern part of the 
district. It would contain shops and 
drill facilities. 


Army Veteran 
Stabs Wife, 
Self To Death 


The first major crime in Menlo 
Park in nearly six years shocked the 
city last Saturday when Reed G. 
Provst, 44, a former army chaplain, 
stabbed his wife and self to death at 
their home at 1307 Hollyburne ave- 
nue. 

Police records showed the last 
case involving violent death here 
was an instance of manslaughter on 
August 23, 1943, in which a man 
died as a result of a fight. 

Probst had been in ill health, hav- 
ing. contracted malaria while serv- 
ing in the South Pacific, and was 
despondent over failure to obtain 
regular employment, police said. 

One of the three Probst sons, 
John, 8, heard a scuffle in the home 
about 6 a.m. and found his parents 
Struggling in a hall. Mrs. Probst 
ran to the front yard. Probst fol- 
lowed with a kitchen knife, caught 
up with his wife in the yard and 
reached over her shoulder to stab 
her. 

As John and his brothers, Reed 
Jr., 14 and Merrill, 12, looked on

Business license fees are estimat- 
ed at $24,000, or 13 per cent of the 
budget, compared with 12 per cent 
“| in the current year, and 17 per cent 
in 1947-48. The increase over the 
$17,000 realized in 1948-49 is attrib- 
uted to the recent increase in the 
basic fee from $15 to $25. 

Apportionments of gasoline tax- 

es, motor vehicle license fees and 

alcoholic beverage taxes from the 

State are estimated at $53,902, or 

29 per cent of the budget. In 1948- 

49 this revenue totaled $34,079, or 

23 per cent of the budget. In part 
this reflects increased apportion- 
ments due to our annexations, and 

in part to a change in the pay- 

ment dates of motor vehicle li- 

cense fees which throws three 

payments into 1949-50 instead of 
the normal two. 

Garbage and gas and electric 
franchise payments are estimated at 
$4,500 in the proposed budget com- 
pared with actual receipts of $3,671 
this year. Here again the annexa- 
tions are reflected. 

Other revenue necessarily has to 
be estimated on a conservative bas- 
is. Building permit fees are placed 
at $7,200, or slightly mcre than half 
of those of the present year.

STANFORD VILLAGE BILL 


A prime reason why the Sequoia high school district trus- 
tees shied from attempts to acquire more Dibble hospital prop- 
erty for the projected south county high school was pointed up 
last week with introduction of a bill in congress to give Stan- 
ford university permanent possession of Stanford Village. 

Stanford now operates the Village on a lease from war 
assets administration. The bill, by Senator Downey, would 
permit outright purchase by making non-profit educational in- 
stitutions along with local governments eligible for transfer of 
such property. 

Some months ago, while negotiating for the Donohoe site 
across Middlefield road, the Sequoia trustees obtained about 
10 acres of the Dibble property lying between Stanford Village 
proper and Middlefield. Considerable pressure from Ather- 
ton sources was exerted on the trustees to seek more land on 
the Dibble site rather than the 37 acres sought from the Don- 
ohoe estate. 

The board's stand was that while the 10 acres acquired on 
the Dibble land could serve as a ‘’backstop,’’ no high school 
plant should be planned there because of lack of assurance that 
more land could be obtained from Stanford Village.

Menlo Park, Recall 


Association With Greatest Pipe Organ 


Two old friends who some years 
|| back were associated in one of the 
. the 
famed John Wanamaker pipe organ 
in Philadelphia ... had a reunion 
in Menlo Park last week. 

They are George Washington 
Till, regarded as the _ world’s 
foremost pipe organ builder, and 
Mrs. Anna Mautz of 719 Valpar- 
aiso avenue, who was vocal soloist 
at the Wanamaker institution for 
20 years. Together, they had 
watched the development of the 
organ of 29,000 pipes that has 
world fame. 

Till, now 83, retired from Wana- 
maker’s 11 years ago. Mrs. Mautz, 
likewise retired as a concert singer, 
has resided in Menlo Park the past 
four years. 

The reunion occurred when Till 
decided to make a tour of most of 
the northern hemisphere, ranging 
through the United States and in- 
cluding visits to Mexico, Canada 
and Alaska. 

Till, who worked as a youth as a 
carpet maker then switched to pipe 
organ building, persuaded John 
Wanamaker in 1909 to purchase the 
vast pipe organ that had been a 
feature of the St. Louis world’s fair 
and install it in the then new Wan- 
amaker store in Philadelphia. 

Till then undertook the monu- 
mental task of directing dissembling 


of the organ in St. Louis, shipping 
it to Philadelphia in 11 freight cars, 
then rebuilding and enlarging it ‘to 
the world’s largest. 

“I know what each of the 29,000 
pipes would sound like after re- 
voicing them all to a new pitch and 
balance,” he said. 

His chief interest still lies in or- 
Bans, and a high point of his Pen- 
insula stay was a visit to the Stan- 
ford Memorial church organ. 

He believes that people still 
have a great love for organ music, 
and feels more of it should be 
made available to them in large 
gathering places: He especially 
praised the public recitals given 
at the Stanford organ Thursday 
and Sundays during the school 
year, 

Among Till’s many reminiscences 
of his career, this is one of his fav- 
orites: 

“Last May, I read about the re- 
building of a church organ in up- 
State New York,” he declared. “That 
recalled the time in the early 90’s 
when I serviced the organ at St. 
James church at Hyde Park, New 
York. 

“While there, I noticed several 
boys of the church membership 
playing pranks on the sexton. I 
especially remember one of those 
boys. His name was Franklin D. 


Roosevelt.”
